Undersecretaries in the British parliament are 
busy these days answering questions regarding 
the treatment of British subjects in American 
ports. Angry statements are made in Francs, pro 
voked by American treatment of French. Protests 
come from Italy. America is disliked abroad and 
it keeps irritating the other nations with pin 
pricks. 

Ellis land is a cause of cqmplaint, and it should 
be. It is a monument to the incapacity of Amer- 
ican bureaucracy. A European luckless enough to 
be detained through some defect in his passport 
or some other question as to his right to enter the 
country is subject to a humiliating and disgusting 
treatment which ought to shame the United States. 
It must be a dash of dish water in the face of 
immigtant and traveler alike. The assumption is 
that the immigrant comes to be a citizen. His first 
impression is that the United States is a nation of 
slums. If he is aceustomed to them he will feel 
perfectly at Home. As a first idea of American 
Citizenship this treatment must be a knockout to 
any of the finer aspirations and ideals which 
America should encourage in people to whom it is 
willing to offer a vote. 

It would seem perfectly simple to determine the 
eligibility of people to enter the United States be- 
fore they have been carried across the ocean, and it 
woulé seem possible for the United States to have 
decent quarters for the people who come here if 
it insists on detaining and examining them on this 
side. 

By our liquor regulations we subject other peo- 
ple touching our shores to a boorish tyranny, 
which they resent, and for which they hate us. A 
fdise impression of real America is created. and 
these petty provocatiohs swell into a sense of in- 
jury. It does the United States no good to be de- 
tested because of its stupid, unmannerly, and un- 
necessary treatment of people whose favorable 
opinion it would be fine to have.

Tens of thousands 
of copies of “ The Scarlet Letter” have 
been sold in England. The novels of
